THE SINCERITY OF 
CHINA. 
Tho more intolligont of tho Chineso 
pooplo are asking what ix the good of! ap 
muny Tmperiat E:dicts promising changes 
in tho constitution and privileges to 
the people, ‘while yot nothing is done 
to further the aims that are embodied in 
these promises. Recently the Throne hns 
promised amongst others threo definite 
changes, which are woll enougli in thoir 
way. . It has promisod thaé there stall bo, 
intho future, no -distinction between the f, 
Manchus and the Chinese«but that the 
Manchu garrisons #hall be. digbandied and 


+ shall return to cultivate the soil, Whatever 


plus there may bo in the army, and thore 
ato som we presume, shall Le open to the 
Chineso ond Manchus ntike. ‘Tho edicts 
Promised farther that there should be 
moro special efforts put forth to increase 
tho opportunitics for education among the 
people so that the growing generation 
should. he able to tako advantage thereof, 
Tastly, thoro waa some gort of toeil Govern- 
mont promise in which the: people should 
take & prominent part, and inthis way 
the people would be taught to understand 
what solf-government means, nnd would 
gridunlly bo led to understand its duties 
and its responsibilities, and so be prepared 
to take part in the government of the 
empire, and in the establishment of 
Parliament at Peking. Theso and other 
things have been promised: from time to 
time, and some of the people have been 
led to expect that something would bo 
attempted in ordor to give some effect to 
tlieso promises, 

Little or nothing, howavei, anpuars to 
follow theso wonderful edicts as wo know 
very well, But foreignors aw not the 
only anes that look on and wonder 
what ix going to happen. The Chincso 
themselves both in the North and in the 
) South are saying things that ore far from 
pilatable te the mandarins, and if seen by 
the Empress Dowager would bo just as dis- 
tasteful to her. The Taotai Ching Tok 
Tuua, of one of the provinces of Manchuria, 
.has sont ina memorint to the ‘Chrono in 
which he hax pasied under roviow all theso 
proposed changes and compared them with 
what has been attempted, and in this com- 
parison it is certain that the Imperint Gov- 
ermmunt appear to be very weik and un- 
able to dv what they havo promised ; or 
very insincere, and therefore intend to make 
sport of tho ambitions of the masses, 

Thoro is no escape from this result. In 
the South the critics are even more 
sovero still, Tlrey poke fun at the stato- 
ments of the travelled mandarins, who 
when thoy{returned from théir wanderings, 
asserted that now the ‘sleoping lion” 
would awake, and would roar like thunder, 
and at the sound thereof, all the other 
nations of tho oarth would bv surprised 
or afraid. 

The following is a sample of the kind of 
“criticism " indulged iu, and it must be 
admitted that it is forceful. ‘There is at 
prosent the newly established postal do- 
pirtmont. But it is only armnged that 
there may bo a wide door through which 
wealth mny flow to the authorities, and 
that it may form a way by which men may 
get into official position. Men xcramblo 
therete like ants ; they crowd around like 
swarms uf blue bottles; they move and 
wriggle like centipedes. It ix a centro, 
just like the spring in machinery, by which 
artangements aro made for helping each 
other, so that what there is to sell is sold 
to the highest bidder as things are sold in 
an auction mart.” ‘But the Nemesis of 
retributiun will assuredly oyortake tho 
Government. Devils and strange beings 
block the way; wolves fill up the path; foxes 
crowd in masses. If thero wero a big 
rice cauldron, and it had been injured and 
cracked, and one molted ixon and tried 
to mond the fliw, but could not succeed, 
should one come along and strike it with 
am axe, would that be likely to improve 
matters? [ have never seen a case in which 
it would,” 

Tt will be seen that there is astrong un- 
dorcurrent of disapproval with the empty 
promises of the Chineso Government, and 
though perhaps the man in tho street: may 
not understand much about the curront 
of fecling that is surging underneath 
tho surfaco, it is asguredly there, and the 
Government would do well to say less or do 
more. It is impossible to-day to. promise 
to hondwink thoso who personally receive 
tho promisos, without the many educated 
Chinese getting to know what is going on, 
and when they see the trond of ovents, 
and compare them with svhat has heen 
promised, the feolings of the deceived 
will find. vent in Ianguaga like that 
teported shove, whieh, if nob a exnet 
reproduction 
enough to give a good and faitly correct 
den of what is boing felt andin some 
caves boing snid. ‘

EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS IN 
1 CHINA. 


(From Gur Correspondent, ) 


Le a-ewa-cuow, October 3, 

I find that the lurgei cities inland aro 
sharing unmistaknbly in the educuttonal 
awakening now iri progress in Chino. At 
this inland city of Leng-na-chow a sub-pre- 
fecture there is a Middle or High School 
for picked studonts with about seventy boys 
init -a boarding school chiefly—and vith 
the feeslow. There are about fifécon boys’ 
day schools with on: fyerage attondanee 
of abou boys, each boy paying from $6 
to $16, uccording to position of the parents, 

Tn the Middle School English is taught 
by Chinese teachers from Feochow, and all 
is very modern in method. Saturday after- 
noon isa hulf-holiday and ne boys go to 
schoo} on Sunday, whieh day they call, 
oddly enough, Star Day. The boys are 
drilled in foreign fashion ; they all wear a 
uniform with foroign cap niodelled on 
Japan. Also already these new schools 
begin to share in the onmity hitherto 
meted out to the foreigner and 
Christianity. ‘Thin particular — dis- 
trict. is nnusually superstitious and anti- 
foreign, one of the hardest parts of the 
region ; xo since the uundarius have begun
